mary, of the Guillotine. He’ publithed, a few 
days after, a pamphlet, in which he propoted 
raifing a flatue to her honour, and inferibing on 
the pedeftal, “* Greater than Brutus,” - in- 
voke her fhade, wandering through Elyfum, 
wich thofe gloriows perfonages who had’ devoted’ 
themfelves for their country. He was fent to 
the prifon of the force, whiere a friend of mine 
often faw him, and where he talked of nothing 
tohim but of Charlotte Cordie, and the Guillo- 
tine, which fince fhe had perifhed, appeared to 
hii transformed into an eltar, om which he would 
coniider it as a privilege to be facrificed, and was 
only felicitous to receive the ttroke of death 
from the identical inftrament by which the had 
iuffered.

But 
the Commiffioners had taken their meafures fo 
well, that the rebeis could find neither the trea- 
fure nor keys. ‘lhey perfifted in their refolution 
to die at their poft rather than difcover either. 
During this embarraflment a company cf mer- 
chants offered the Cenvention what ready money 
might be wanted, and credit befides for about 
12 millions.
